The laws 
of this country must be made and en- 
forced by the peopla and not by a few 
politicians and aristocrats. The con- 
stitution and laws of a government 
should grant an equal chance to all 
men. 
Our government is a farce, a 


fraud, a failure, corrupt, rotten, a dis- 
grace to the civilized world. 
We are 


not a free people when judges interpret 
laws to the advantage of the rich and 
against the poor. 


"Since I860, crime has increased in 


this country faster than wealth. 
As 


people become poorer, crime is more 
prevalent. 
The devil is the associate

wage-earners, and tho large number 
who sympathize with the wage-earners, 
one hundred and five wore present to 
sb^w by their presence, voice and vote 
that they were indignant at the con- 
struction put upon the statute laws of 
two or three statea by the courts. 
The 


River Oity band was out and drew a 
large crowd to the opera house door, 
but there the line was drawn, and a 
very small percentage entered. 
Wil- 


liam Maurer was made 
chairman. 


After stating the purpose of the meet- 
ing he introduced as one of the speak- 
eis Mr. Humphries, of Jackson county. 


Tho gentleman is a miner and was 


soliciting aid for the suffering miners 
of Jackson county. 
He made a very 


touching appeal, and his speech was 
well received. 
On motion, a commit- 


tee on resolutions was appointed, con- 
sisting of Ben Rhodes, E. A. Bnane, 
Joe E. Davies, Henry Uhl and M. U 
Wolfe. This was a matter of form, as 
this committee had already been slated 
and resolutions drawn. 
The following 


resolutions wore read and adopted : 


•Whereas, The striking miners who 


are out in an effort to better not only 
their financial but thoir moral condi- 
tions as well, have been denied the 
right accorded to all American citi- 
zens, namely the privilege of free 
speech and public assemblage; there- 
fore be it 


Resolved: That WP, fche citizens of 


Portsmouth, in attendance upon this 
indignation mass meeting, do hereby 
denounce tho action of the courts of 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and other 
states in denying tho minors of aaid 
states the right of free speech and pub- 
lic assemblage, even in spite of tho fact 
that no violence had been offered. And 
ba it further 


Resolved : That the system of com- 


pulsory, "pluck me" stores should be 
abolished and that tho miners and 
other workers should be paid in lawful 
money for work, as well as the mine 
operators for coal, which they sntely do 
not barter for hay. 


Tho chairman then introduced as the 


speaker of the evening Lanrio J. Quin- 
by, of Dayton.Ky.,who made a speech 
that may have pleased some, but many 
certainly did not take to it kindly, as 
he advanced some startling ideas and 
made some remarkable statements, ad- 
mitting that wherever he had spoken, 
that men and newspapers had been in 
the habit of roasting him, and before 
he got through some could not help but 
think ho deserved it. 
He said he had 


traveled through the mining regions 
and ho was surprised that snch suffer- 
ing should bo allowed to exist in a 
civilized country. 
The laboring man 


does not claim to be able to say what 
his wages shall be, but he does claim 
the right to be justly rewarded for his 
labors, and at the present time labor of 
all kinds in this country is receiving 
less wages than ever before in the his- 
tory of the country, and is now receiv- 
ing less than any nation on the globe, 
civilized or uncivilized. 
If this rob- 


bing of labor continues, tho poor man 
will soon bo worse than a slave. 
I 


want to say to you that we are always 
hooted at and roasted when we advo- 
cate tho interests of the laboring man, 
yet it is tho laboring man that keeps 
up this country. 
Patrick Henry, who 


made the great labor sceech of his 
time, wns hooted at. 
If I thought 


God was instrumental in the oppression 
of tho laboring man, I would lose faith 
in the justice of the Supreme Being. 
Blackstone says that the highest aim of 


• law is that all men should have equal 


rights. 
Thid they do not have in this 


country, and our judges and courts are 
controlled by tho rich, and all construc- 
tions of law are made against the 
laboring man, and the laboring men 
are forced to oragnize to protect them- 
selves, and they should protect them- 
selves and thoir interests. If wo recog- 
nize tho right of one man to undermine 
the wages of another we must grant 
tho same rights to a man to undermine 
him, and the result would soon be pov- 
erty and starvation. 
My heart 
and 


soul is in smypatby with tho laboring 
men, and if I could do anything that 
would advance their inteiest in any 
way, I would be doing a grand thing. 


"Look at any country in tho world 


that has opposed the laboring man, and 
they have gone down. 
Poor little 


Greece had to sell her freemen into 
slavery to pay the taxes, and this conn- 
try is fast getting into this dangerous 
condition. 
I do not find fault wUh 


capitalists, but v?hen they nse their 
accumulations to oppress labor, they 
are worse than criminals. 
This coun- 


try is dependent upon its subjects to 
protect it. 
You cannot make patriots 


by oppression. 
You cannot make a 


man love yoa by force. 
The judges of 


courts of this country disregard 
the 


constitution by refusing a fair trial by 
jury to the laboring man, aa in the 
railroad strikes of '04. 
The strike was 


against the Pullmans. 
Some one, not 


the strikers, had burned some 
old 


abandoned freight cars, yet Mr. Debs 


of the wealthy people, oppressing 
poor and legislating in favor of 
rich, forcing men to a life 


the 
the 


of drudg- 


ery. 
That is worse than the black 


slave during times of slavery, for the 
black man did not have to think where 
something to eat and bis clothing were 
to come from. 
Not so with the labor 


ing man, when living under a govern 
ment that is rotten, cruel and oppres 
sivo. 


"No government needs to have its 


soldiers aimed and equipped to enforce 
justice. 
Yon cannot shoot truth into 


anyone. It is mighty and will prevail. 


"Lara Anderson said the way to get 


rich was to keep your hands in pockets 
—not in your own pockets, but the 
pockets of others. 
The rich man keeps 


his hands in the pockets of the poor 
man. 


"There is not a question in this gov-

For Gold Hunters. 


BILVEB TAKEN PEOM TEEASUET. 


Arrest of Thomas Martin, a Colored La- 


borer, For Abstracting a Few Shining 
Doll art From tlie Public VaultB While 
Assisting In the Count and Weighing 
of the Coin of tho Realm. 
Washington, Aug. 6.—The hosts that 


bave migrated to the Alaskan, and 
fclonclyke gold fields will not be whol- 
ly -without postal facilities during the 
coming winter. 


There "Will 'be one round trip a moufh 


to Circle City until July 1 of next year. 


While no route is specially designat- 


ed it will 'be via the Chilkoot Pass. 
The service carries only letter mail, no 
provision being made for other classes 
of matter. Heavy mail has been 
car- 


ried so far under a contract for1 fivo 
steamer trips via the Yukon river, and 
•the last of the five trips will be started 
from San Francisco about Sept.. 1. It 
is doubtful whether the las<. expedition 
can proceed all tfhe way, for in tho lat- 
ter part of September the Yukon- is 
usually frozen over. 


(The fourth expedition carrying the 


snails over this course is now en route. 
Tho contract allows the carriage of 
mails to the extent of fivel tons in 
•weight and by the time the mails now 
on the way reach iftte Circle City -dis- 
trict and are forwarded into the dig- 
glngs into whicli the rush ?ias been 
made 'the prospectors will he supplied 
•with reading material. 


THE TKEASUKY. 


Colored Laborer Abstracts Silver From 


the Public Vaults. 


Washington, Aug. 6.—During tho 


progress of count and weighing of sil- 
ver in fhe vaults of the 'treasury inci- 
dent to the transfer of the government 
funds to the new United States treas- 
ury, Thomas Martin, a colored laborer 
engaged in 'handling t)he bags, was ar- 
rested upon a charge of abstracting sil- 
ver from the vaults. 


A shortage of $10 was found Monday 


in the weight of one of the bags. An- 
other shortage of $18 was found and as 
Martin was suspected a watch was put 
upon him when he left the vaults dur- 
ing rjhe noon rest. 


After leaving tih'e vault JIart'm went 


Into the su-b'basement where 'there is a 
pU« of (firewood and hid tho 18 silver 
dollars among the sticks. As soon, as 
he had left the cellar the light was 
turned on and the money discovered. 


Martin was arrested andl made a 


wrl'tten confession. Slugs of lead were 
put into the bags to balance tho weight 
of the coin abstracted. The penulty is 
a term in the penitentiary of from one 
to 10 years and a flno of wot more than 
$5,000, or both. 


Warnine to American Sliipers. 


Washington, Aug. G.—United States 


Consul Henry Robertson at Hamburg 
lias urgently requested the state de- 
partment to warn American shippers 
of dried beer grains to refrain from tha 
practice they have adopted of adulter- 
ating the grains with ground corn. He 
says the bright future of the impor- 
tant trvule is threatened hy this prac- 
tice and that already the largest Ger- 
man importers are about to cancel 
heavy orders and protest drafts upon 
proof of adulteration of the grains. 


No Olijcorion to Kins T-eojmlil. 


Washington, Aug. C.—No ofilcia- no- 


tice has been received here of the re- 
ported selection of the King of the Bel- 
gians «.s arbitrator of the dispute be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii, but generally 
the selection is highly commended. The 
officials say that King Leopold's repu- 
tation for fairness and libf.ality is so 
well established that there L .ultl he no 
possible objection to tho 
exercise by 


him of the powers arbitrator, provided 
a choice is to <be made from among 
European rulers.

Washington, -uig. G.—The United 


States consular Agent ah Freitbtirg, 
Germany, rci>orts to tho strife depart- 
ment that he has secured the release 
of Harry Sitberbcrg, alias John 
0. 


Dray ton, of Little Roc!;, who was con- 
demned Jan. 20 last to two and a hiilf 
years' imprisonment, and that he was 
placed -a-bourd a steamer bound for Bal- 
timore July 22- 'Phc German govern- 
ment required nn escort for Silberberg 
to Bremen. Hilberberg's offense was 
that of resisting one of the petty Ger- 
man police. 


Trndr Xegolintions Wlt.li Tunis. 


Washington, Aug. 0.—Negotiations 


are now in progress with the French 
government looking to tho conclusion 
of a treaty of trade a.nd commerce to 
govern the relations between Hie llnit- 
ed States -and Tunis. This is to tui;e 
tie place of the old treaty which does 
not fit modern conditions, and partic- 
ularly the oxisiing protectorate over 
Tunis maintained hv France. 


DECLINE IN SILVER. 


Most Violent Break of the Season In the 


White Metal. 


New York, Aug. G—Silver bullion 


experienced the most violent break of 
the entire season. In Lor.don the price 
dropped one-half penny per ounce, 
selling at 25-,4 pence per ounce, as 
against 27% pence a. month ago. 


The New York price* fell to 56% 


cents bid, a break of 1% cents an ounce 
from Tuesday and of 41/, cents within 
a month. 
At this price the bullion 


value of the silver dollar is a trifle 
more than 43 cents. 


L/ondon dispatches ascribed the great 


weakness in silver to liquidation by 
New York holders of the metal. No 
such decline has been witnessed since 
June, 1S93. The Indian mints were 
closed to free silver coinage on June 26 
of that year. On that news silver bul- 
lion fell in London from 
37%d 
per 


ounce to a price below 30, but it rallied 
sharply later. 


Damage by Itaiijg. 


Denver, Aug. G.—The heavy rains 


which have fallen every day this week 
have caused many thousands of dol- 
lars damage in and about this city. 
Several -bridges across Cherry 
creek 


have been washed 'away. Patrick Mur- 
ray, a laborer, was thrown into the 
creek hy tho caving of a hank on 
which he was standing to watch the 
flood and was drowned. An unkno'wn 
man who attempted to ford the creek 
on horseback was also swept away. 


Approaching War Time Trices. 


Chicago, Aug. G.—Flour is rising in 


price and has reached $5 a barrel. Last 
April it cost $4.10, tho lowest price of 
the year. The 
advance 
has been 


steady since and some of those in the 
trade think it will continue until war- 
time prices will prevail. The millers 
say that every advance of 1 cent in the 
price of wheat means an advance of 5 
cents in the price of a barrel of hour, 
and they expect a continuous advance 
in the price of wheat.
